We Ask Candidates to Respond 
To 5 Questions on City Issues 


The News Review has once 
again posed to city council candi- 
dates a series of questions that 


relate to issues we believe are of 


general interest to Greenbelt vot- 
ers. In this issue, we list the 
- questions we have asked. In the 
next five issues, we will publish, 
unedited, the answers received 
from the candidates. However, we 
will limit answers to 150 words 
or less. If an answer exceeds that 
number, we will cut it off at pre- 
cisely that limit. Nor will we 
publish personal attacks against 
any other candidate. 

This series of questions and 
answers is one of several ways in 
which this paper will provide vot- 
ers with information about all six 
candidates. We are also publish- 
ing their biographies as provided. 
We will also cover and report on 
candidates night events sponsored 






~ Six candidates will be vy- 
ing for five city council seats 
in the upcoming November 4 
Greenbelt City Council elec- 
tion. Four incumbents — 
Mayor Pro tem Judith Davis 
and councilmembers Edward 
Putens, Rodney Roberts and 
Thomas X. White — are run- 
ning for reelection. (Mayor 
Antoinette Bram chose to re- 
tire from council). Throwing 
their hats into the ring are 
challengers Konrad Herling 
and Alan Turnbull. The filing 
deadline for candidates was Mon- 
day, September 22 at 5 p.m. 

Incumbents can be expected 
to concentrate their efforts on 
vying for the mayoral seat 
which traditionally goes to the 
top vote getter. 

In order to vote on Tues- 
day, November 4, 
Greenbelters must be regis- 
tered with Prince George's 
county in order to cast their 
ballots on election day. Any- 
one who is uncertain about 
his or her voting status may 
call the County Board of Su- 
pervisors of Elections at 301-

Qualifications 

In order to vote in 
Greenbelt, and to be regis- 
tered with Prince George’s 
County, one must be a citizen 
of the United States of 
America; at least 18 years of 
age as of November 4, 1997;_ 
domiciled within the corporate 
limits of the city of Greenbelt 
as of the date of registration; 
not convicted more than once 
of an infamous crime and not 
currently under a sentence im- 
posed pursuant to a conviction 
of an infamous crime (direct 
questions to the election of- 
fice, 301-952-3270); and not 
under guardianship for mental 
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changes to city service in order 
to save on expenses and avoid 
raising fees, including reducing 
refuse collection to once a week 
beginning in October. Are you 
satisfied with the way refuse and 
recyclables are now collected in 
Greenbelt? If not, what would 
you change? (For October 16 1s- 
sue.) 

4. Council has modified a 
few streets to accommodate bi- 
cycle lanes and to slow traffic by 
employing traffic calming. de- 
vices, including speed bumps.

The five candidates each 
receiving at least 40 percent 
of the total number of votes 
cast and highest number of 
votes cast will be elected. If 
fewer than five candidates re- 
ceive at least 40 percent of 
votes cast, a run off election 
will be held on Tuesday, No- 
vember 11. Twice as many as 
there are positions to be filled 
will be submitted to the vot- 
ers. In more than 20 years 
this has not been necessary. 

Greenbelt does not have 
provisions for election of the 
mayor or mayor pro tem by 
the electorate. At the organi- 
zational meeting on the Mon- 
day following the election 
(Monday, November 10) the 
newly elected council will 
elect the mayor and mayor 
pro tem. Traditionally, the 
new council has elected the 
highest vote getter to be 
mayor and second highest 
vote getter to be mayor pro 
tem for the ensuing two-year 
term, ,

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City’s Founding Brought 
Hope to Many in Area

““FILENE BACKS COOP- 
ERATIVE AT GREENBELT.’ 
Reaching for my paper, as I set 
out for my job in Washington 
on the morning of September 2, 
1937, I saw the headline set in 
bold type right in the center of 
page |. 

“All summer this particular 
page of the Washington Post 
had been devoted to Japanese 
attacks on China, the Spanish 
Civil War, the Scottsboro case, 
the Nazi jailing of Pastor 
Neimoller, the search for 
Amelia Earhart, Russian arrests 
and liquidations, and Hitler's 
latest mouthings .... Perhaps 
hope had once more found the 
front page.” 

These are the opening para- 
graphs of George A. Warner’s 
“Greenbelt, the Cooperative 
Community,” a history of the 
city’s founding which was pub- 
lished in 1954. The hope he 
refers to must have been in the 
hearts of the pioneers as they 
moved into their brand new 
homes inthe brand new 
planned community, The young 
families, after registration, inter- 
views, and selection by special 
committee, continued to move 
into the project from October of 
1937 until December 1938. 
The Warners chose the corner 
unit at 13-H Ridge Road and 
moved in on April 30, 1938. 

Many members of those 
families and their descendants 
will gather for a Pioneer Family 
Reunion Luncheon at American 
Legion Post 136 on Saturday, 
October 18. Sponsored by the 
60th Anniversary Committee, 
this is the only event of the 
weekend-long celebration which 
is by invitation only. Bob 
Sommers is the chairman who 
has coordinated all the invita- 
tions and arrangements. At 
present more than 250 people 
have made reservations and are 
looking forward to renewing 
their friendships of sixty years. 
Some have not seen each other 
since the reunion luncheon for 


. the 50th Anniversary in 1987. 


Others see each other often as 
they still live in Greenbelt or 
near enough to attend Greenbelt 
High School (now Greenbelt 
Middle School) class reunions 
or Labor Day Festivals. Some 
grew up here, went all through 
school together, married, had 
children, and have watched 
their grandchildren play on all 
the same playgrounds and 
balifields. 

In the midst of the Great 
Depression, one mother wrote, 
“We are in the process of creat- 
ing homes .... Only in our 
fondest and most youthful 
dreams have we imagined such 
a chance. What will we make 
of it?” eae 

Her question will be an- 
swered by those who attend the 
Opening Ceremony on Friday, 
October 17 at 7 p.m. in the 
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Community Center and the 
Gala Dinner Dance at Martin’s 
Crosswinds on Sunday, October 
19 from 2 to 7 p.m. Those 
events are designed to celebrate 
both Greenbelt’s unique past 
and the modern suburb the city 
has become.

Offered Citizens 


This letter is for those 
Greenbelters who are serviced by 
the city for their collection of 
trash and recyclables. The city 
will switch to once-a-week trash 
collection starting October 6. For 
those residents who think they 
will not be able to cope with 
once-per- week service and are 
considering signing up for the 
$112 additional fee for a second 
weekly pickup, the Recycling Ad- 
visory Committee offers the fol- 
lowing assistance. 

First, we have made a video 
showing the various ways in 
which trash volumes can be re- 
duced by recycling, or eliminated 
altogether through source reduc- 
tion. This video will be shown 
several times on the city’s B-10 
cable TV channel. In addition, 
the video can be borrowed from 
the City’s Recycling Coordinator, 
Jennifer Foley (301-474-8308), so 
you can view it at your own con- 
venience. 

Second, members of the com- 
mittee will gladly come to your 
home to assist you in developing 
ways to reduce your trash vol- 
ume. The committee decided to
